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On  Reaching 
an  Age 

During  the  fall  of  1959  a  fair  amount 
of  attention  was  paid  to  the  ninetieth  an¬ 
niversary  of  Cornell  University  Press,  the 
first  university  press  to  be  established  in 
this  country.  Comment— particularly  on 
the  Ithaca  front— ranged  from  warm  con¬ 
gratulations  to  genial  scoffing  on  the  part 
of  some  Cornell  faculty  members  who 
were  quick  to  point  out  the  limited  na¬ 
ture  of  Press  operations  at  inception  and 
the  suspension  of  regular  operations 
which  lasted  from  1884  until  1893;  as  if 
the  same  had  not  been  the  experience  of 
Oxford  University  Press  in  its  early 
years. 

It  is  perfectly  true  that  Cornell’s  first 
president,  Andrew  D.  White,  in  1869 
founded  not  only  what  he  envisioned  as 
a  university  press  in  the  tradition  of  Ox¬ 
ford  and  Cambridge  but  also  a  printing 
plant  where  students  might  earn  their 
way  through  college.  The  beginnings 
were  inauspicious,  certainly,  and  such 
early  publications  as  a  French  reader  and 
volumes  on  North  American  ethnology 
were  issued  side  by  side  with  an  alumni 
directory  and  the  official  University  Reg¬ 
isters.  When  a  financial  crisis  spelled 
temporary  doom  for  the  Press  as  a  regu¬ 
lar  full-time  operation,  chances  are  that 
few  scholars  manifested  any  great  show 
of  grief. 

Yet  for  all  the  pallor  of  its  initial  years, 
Cornell  University  Press  felt  justified  in 
stirring  up  a  little  fanfare  for  its  anniver¬ 
sary.  That  the  Press  has  not  been  in  con¬ 
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tinuous  operation  for  all  ninety  years  is 
of  relative  unimponance;  that  it  was  the 
first  to  transplant  to  American  soil  a  great 
F.uropean  scholarly  tradition  is  of  the 
greatest  importance. 

What  was  being  celebrated,  then,  is  the 
idea  behind  scholarly  publishing  in 
America,  which  belongs  in  no  sense  to 
Q)mell  alone.  If  one  were  to  attempt  an 
evaluation  of  Cornell’s  contribution  to 
the  world  of  scholarly  books,  of  prime 
importance  would  be  the  publications 
themselves;  the  fact  of  an  anniversary  is 
incidental.  Cornell’s  anniversary  could 
be  legitimately  observed  by  all  Ameri¬ 
can  university  presses.  It  was  the  anni¬ 
versary  of  a  philosophy  of  book  publish¬ 
ing,  an  anniversary  in  which  Cornell’s 
fellow  university  presses  take  both  pleas¬ 
ure  and  pride. 

To  attempt  to  distill  this  philosophy 
into  a  few— or  many— words  is  doubtless 
impossible.  Its  essence,  however,  lies  in 
the  urgency  of  disseminating  culture- 
knowledge  at  the  highest  level  of  truth. 
In  an  essay  entitled  “The  Tale  of  the 
‘Ripe  Scholar,’  ’’  which  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity  Press  reprinted  for  its  anniversary, 
Francis  Parkman  wrote; 

By  culture  we  mean  development,  not  pol¬ 
ish  or  adornment,  though  these  are  its  natural 
and  by  no  means  useless  belongings.  Using 
the  word,  then,  in  this  sense,  culture  is  with 
us  a  supreme  necessity,  not  for  the  profit  of  a 
few  but  of  all.  The  presence  of  minds  highly 
and  vigorously  developed  is  the  most  power¬ 
ful  aid  to  popular  education,  and  the  neces¬ 
sary  condition  of  its  best  success.  In  a  coun¬ 
try  where  the  ruling  power  is  public  opinion, 
it  is  above  all  things  necessary  that  the  best 
and  maturest  thought  should  have  a  fair  share 
in  forming  it.*

The  university  press  has  its  function  here 
in  providing  some  of  the  tools  of  this 
“supreme  necessity"  and  assisting  in  the 
development  of  vigorous  and  mature 
minds. 

By  'making  available  the  works  of 
scholarship  both  to  other  scholars  and  to 
the  questing  layman,  university  presses 
contribute  to  the  permanent  base  of 
knowledge  which  must  underlie  all  cul¬ 
tural  development.  The  motivations  of 
scholarly  publishing  are  not  unlike  those 
of  scholarship  itself.  Parkman  would  ap¬ 
prove  of  the  increasingly  large  audience 
being  reached  nowadays  by  university 
press  books,  without  sacrifice  of  any  of 
the  high  ideals  of  scholarly  publishing. 

That  which  pleases  it  [the  public  taste] 
pays  so  much  better  in  money  and  notoriety, 
and  is  so  much  cheaper  of  production,  than 
the  better  article  which  does  not  please  it. 


that  the  temptation  to  accept  light  work  and 
high  wages  in  place  of  hard  work  and  low 
wages  is  difficult  to  resist.  Nothing  but  a 
deep  love  of  truth  or  of  an  can  stand  un¬ 
moved  against  it. 

For  the  university  publisher,  this  love  of 
truth  draws  an  unswerving  line  through 
the  most  violent  fluctuations  in  economic 
conditions,  reading  trends,  and  all  the 
rest,  and  the  line  extends  straight  from 
the  establishment  of  the  first  university 
press  on  into  the  future. 

The  year  1869  looks  like  yesterday  in 
comparison  with  the  1478  founding  date 
of  Oxford  University  Press;  yet  that 
date,  too,  is  one  which  belongs  to  all  uni¬ 
versity  presses,  and  Cornell  doubtless 
looks  forward  with  as  much  pleasure  to 
celebrating  Oxford’s  five-hundredth  an¬ 
niversary  as  to  its  own  centennial  a  dec¬ 
ade  hence. 


“James  Monroe  may  fairly  be  called  the 
first  important  professional  politician  of 
the  United  States:  that  is,  he  was  the  first 
of  our  prominent  men  who  chose  politics 
as  a  career,  clearly  preferring  public  to 
private  life  despite  occasional  perfunc¬ 
tory  disclaimers.

After  reading  “A  Lament  for  the  Small 
Book”  by  Herbert  S.  Bailey,  Jr.,  in  the 
August-October,  1959,  issue  of  Scholarly 
Books  in  America,  Professor  Julian  P. 
Boyd  of  Princeton  University  pointed 
out  to  us  a  letter  of  Benjamin  Franklin 
on  the  same  subject.  An  excerpt  from 
the  letter,  written  by  Franklin  to  Ben¬ 
jamin  Vaughan  on  April  21,  1785,  fol¬ 
lows: 


“And  of  all  the  Complainants  perhaps 
these  Booksellers  are  least  worthy  of  Con¬ 
sideration.  The  Catalogue  you  last  sent 
me  amazes  me  by  the  high  Prices,  (said  to 
he  the  lowest)  affix'd  to  every  Article. 
And  one  can  scarce  see  a  new  Book,  with¬ 
out  observing  the  excessive  Artifices  made 
use  of  to  puff  up  a  Paper  of  Verses  into 
a  Pamphlet,  a  Pamphlet  into  an  Octavo 
Volume,  and  an  Octavo  into  a  Quarto, 
with  Scabboardings,  white  lines,  sparse 
Titles  of  Chapters,  &  exorbitant  Margins, 
to  such  a  degree,  that  the  Selling  of  Paper 
seems  now  the  Object,  and  Printing  on  it 
only  the  Pretence.  I  inclose  the  Copy  of  a 
Page  in  a  late  Comedy.  Between  every 
two  Lines  there  is  a  white  Space  equal  to 
another  Line.  You  have  a  Law,  1  think, 
against  Butchers  blowing  a  Veal  to  make 
it  look  fatter;  why  not  one  against  Book¬ 
sellers  blowing  of  Books  to  make  them 
look  bigger.”
